Commenting on the 
deficit for season °75-76, 
Mr. Williams said: ‘There 
are not many ciubs running 
in the black these days and 
we must get more money 
next season. With the heip 
of the members, I think we 
can do it.” 


Inflation was the main cause 
for Wycombe’s loss last season 
but they still have a small 
amount of cash at the bank 
from the .1974-75 F.A. Cup 
run, Main increases in the ex- 
penditure were materials, 
laundry for players’ kit, 
building work and electricity 
and gas. 


Two other items gave cause 
for concern — losses of over 
£1,000 on programmes and 
over £3,000 on the Anglo- 
italian Semi-professional 


Tournament. 


Wycombe won an award last 
season for the best programme 
among the four leagues spon- 
sored by Rothmans. However, 
Mr. Williams said that the club
